Abnorm al storm activity and m ark ­

“ A nother disturbance of widespread 
influence will develop in the fa r W est 
about W ednesday or T hursday, move 
eastw ard, attended by rain in South­ 
ern and probably snow in N orthern 
districts, and cross the g reat central 
valleys T hursday or F riday and the 
E astern S tates F riday or S atu rd ay .A 
general change in considerably higher 
te m p eratu re will precede this d istu rb ­ 
ance.”

observance of the day..Saturday a f te r ­ 
noon a large num ber of children p a rti­ 
cipated in the egg hunt provided by 
m em bers of the Presbyterian church 
on East C em etery Hill and all spent 
a happy hour searching am ong leaves 
tor the prettily colored eggs. The a f ­ 
fair w as so enjoyable th at the su g ­ 
gestion was advanced th a t in suc­ 
ceeding years it be 
maue 
a 
town 
event and th a t all the young children 
of G etty sb u rg lie perm itted to take 
part. It could very readily lie made a 
oleasant feature of the tow n’s E aster 
observance. 
Cold winds kept in-door* the E aster 
prom enaders this year and the usual 
display of Spring fashions was a l­ 
most totally absent, people continu­ 
ing to w’ear th eir w inter garm ents, 
with the possible exception of spring 
hats which appeared in a variety of 
shapes and colors. 
E aster is now more of a home-com­ 
ing day than in the past and many of 
the homes of town had m em bers of 
the fam ily here for the day. O ther 
visitors in tow n were num erous and 
G etty sb u rg ’s“ keeping” of the day was 
fully as general as in past years.

am ount was alm ost $2000 each. Some 
w< re small affairs and 
netted 
less 
than $1000 but these were few and far 
between and the average was more 
th* n made up by the better sales some 
of which totaled more than $3000,seve­ 
ral were over $4000 and one or two 
passed the $5000 mark. 
Prices this year have been fine and 
probably never before has the general 
run of prices been so good. It is claim ­ 
ed that horses n a y have fallen off 
some, but it is said prices on cattle 
have advanced wonderfully over other 
years. 
Good h orse s may be said to be b rin g ­ 
ing around the $200 mark, and sales 
h aw been made a t $225, on up to $260 
and prob ibly a sale or two has been 
ma Ie around the $300 m ark. These 
prices are for farm animals. 
(’ow* during this sale season have 
been bringing anv place from $85 pei 
herd down. In this county just now 
there seem* lo be a desire for Hol- 
steifis, and cows with Holstein blood 
in them have been bringing front $70 
to $85. Common cows have uIho been 
selling very well. Other stock, such us 
nogs, sheep, etc.,have also been bring- 
•ng good prices. 
The prices received for farm ing 
m achinery have been about the a v e r­ 
s e . 
Farm 
machinery 
depreciates 
apidly With use, and while, when o f­ 
fered for sale it may lie good, yet the 
average person st arting a farm p re­ 
fers to buy new machinery 
rather 
than to pay half price for machinery 
which has in ii used for a y ear or 
mole. In some cases fair prices are re­ 
ceived for machinery, but these cases 
are the exception. 
The season just sta rtin g promises 
to be a good one for the farm er, be­ 
ent se of the excellent winter. The 
wh* it crop promises well, and exeel- 
'eni stands of grass have been secur­ 
'd, and unless there should lie an un­ 
usual drought between now and h a r ­ 
vest time, these two 
crops will 
be 
large.

PROTECTS BLACK GIRDS 


Governor li ner Sign* Mill Prohibiting 
the Killing of Blackbirds. 


The blackbird is now protected by 
the law in 
Pennsylvania. Governor 
Tener on S aturday 
signed the 
bill 
olacing the blackbird, the kilt-deer 
plover and the turtle dove on the list 
of birds which it is unlawful to kill, 
and fixing th e penalty for violation at 
$10 fine for each bird killed. The hill 
contains a proviso that 
blackbirds 
may be killed by owners of property 
whereon they may Lh* caught destroy­ 
ing eggs or young of other birds, and 
grain, fruit or berries. 
Tile bill was advocated by the S tate 
Game Commission because of the val­ 
ue i f the th ree birds as insect destroy­ 
ers. observation having shown 
thai 
they are useful to farm ers.

Mrs. Mi Donald was * arrled into the 
nearby office ut a physician, hut it was 
found that death had resulted almost 
instantly, the razor almost severing 
her head. 
At the police station M Dona'd ion 
fessed 
hat he had been planning the 
spectacular murder tor many month* 
and had intended to kill his wile ane 
children 
at 
Christmas, but he was 
taken ill. 
Tile couple formerly lived in Arling 
ton, but two v ears ago, after repeated 
quarrels, he left her and has been I iv 
ing in Boston, sending monthly remit­ 
tance*! for the support of his wife and 
hildron. 
Ile said that his wife would not let 
him see the children as often as he 
wish* I .and that lie decided to end 
it a'!, killir.- lh* 
hildren and himseii 
as well as h i wife. He had not be«n 
drinking, according to tho police.

T h e ir Demand* Granted. 


Philadelphia, March 24.— Aa a result 
of a conference held in the Hotel Han­ 
over between John P. White, president 
of the United Mine W orkers of Amer 
lea, and T. J. Foster, of Scranton, rep 
resenting the Paint Creek Coal Min 
ing company, of West Virginia, tin* 
4000 miners of 
that company, who 
have been on strike for ten months, 
are to be sent back to work, with 
practically all their demands satis 
tied. 
According to Mr. W hite the princi­ 
pal points at Issue 
concerned 
the 
granting of a semi-monthly pay, check I 
weighmen, payment on the basis of a 
ton of 2000 pounds and the right of 
the miners to organize 
Mr. Foster, on behalf of the West I 
Virginia 
company, 
conceded 
these i 
penna 
About 6000 men in the West 
Virginia fields are still on strike. They 
are 
those 
employed by the Cabin 
Creek Consolidated Coal Mining com 
pany. 
Upon the heels of 
the 
announce 
ment of a settlement of the Paint 
Creek 
trouble, Mr. W hite 
received 
word from West Virginia that Gover­ 
nor Hatfield had released twenty-tour 
men who had been a*rested and held, 
by the military authorities. 
Mr. Foster tame to Philadelphia to 
meet the president of the miner*’ un 
iou. According to Mr. White, he ten 
dared the company * proposition and 
it was accepted. 
Mr. White will leave 
for West Virginia to coaler with Un- 
miners' representatives in the strike 
districts and to advise up ii legal a i­ 
tion, which, be says, will be < arried 
through 
the 
supreme 
court of tile, 
United States to obtain for t ie miner* 
the right to organize. He **xpects also 
to arrange a meeting b tween Gover­ 
nor Hatfield and miners' and opera 
tor*’ representatives for the purpose 
of making a definite settlement ot the 
difficulties between employers and em­ 
ploye* in all parts of the state. 
The coal strike embraces both Paint 
and Cabin Creek*. W hile fewer men 
have 
been 
on 
strike in the Paint 
Creek section, most of the violence 
connected with the mine trouble lias 
occurred on that district. In the Cabin 
Creek district a majority of Ute min 
era. outnumbering the Paint 
Creek 
men two to one, struck iu sympathy 
It is believed, with the miners ol 
Paint Creek satisfied, that there will 
lie a speedy settlement of the mine 
difficulty throughout ail of Kanakha 
county. 
The present strike had lf* inception 
April I, 1912. 
Sin e that tim** there 
have been score* of riot* and consid 
erable 
bhx»dshed. 
Soon 
after 
the 
strike was called Governor Glasscock 
declared martial law. 
As the troops 
invaded the strike zone there develop 
ed practically a condition of anarchy. 
Bands of men traveled ahead of the 
soldiers, shooting 
iii* towns as they 
went. 
Soon th** outlie militia of the 
state took th** field Atter a time quiet 
was restored and the 
troops 
were 
withdrawn. Within a short lime Gov 
ernor Glasscock tor the second time 
declared martial law. 
T:;e troops remained In the strike 
field for months Gradually they wet* 
withdrawn until ail had been ordered 
home 
However, tile second martial 
law proclaim*'iou was not lifted A few 
months ago miners aul deputies en 
gaged In a battle. Over a score of per 
son* are reported to have been killed 
but definite information as to fatal! 
tie* lias never been available.

A heavy log chain was hanging from 
a tree in that part of the preserve 
maintained for the elk, and tho end ol 
the <hain reached to within five feet 
of the ground. 
Some time during the night “ B ill’ 
plunged headlong into what proved to 
be his noose. His antler*, which he 
could have shed on the 6th of nett 
month, became entangled in Hie chain 
and in his desperate struggle to fret 
himself from the snare he twisted up 
ward until his hoofs were lifted cleat 
of the ground.

next day, when the keeper found him. 
Block and talkie were procured to 
lower his 1<>00 pounds to the ground. 
W ith something of his old fire, “ B ill’ 
rose on his hind legs and sprang for 
ward, ran twenty feet, wobbled and 
toppled over.
